This litigation was the condemnation of 
land by the board which belongs to tne West- 
ern Stone company. Exhaustive investiga- 
tion by the Will County Court led to a ver- 
dict of $140 an acre for the land, while the 
company claimed it was worth from $1,000 
to $8,000 an acre.

About the Water Route. * 

Trustee Braden has been a factor of dis- 
cord again in the agreement upon a water 
route from Lockport to Joliet, and it is not 
understood by his colleagues how his posi- 
tion can be helpful to the public. Incidental- 
ly it involves the condemnation of mill prop- 
erty owned by G. L. Norton, organizer and 
a director in the Western Stone company, 
which is urged by Braden, although it would 
cost the people dearly. 

As the route is now agreed upon, it will 
give a great water power with a fall of forty 
feet, sufficient, President Eckhart and other 
trustees believe, to Aight Chicago and save 
taxpayers $750, annually. Braden op- 
poses this plan/and wants the drainage 
channel to folléw the river, which would 
prevent st water power and would 
make it necessary to encroach upon wire, 
oat meal, and corn meal mills owned by 
Mr. Norton, which is expensive property 
and would bring about the payment of large 


damages. 

With such a record for favoring extrava- 

gant expenditure and with avowed enmity 
to the conservative policy which has long 
governed the hoard, it is feared by the Re- 
publican trustees-—-who would he. 
a minority by Braden’s desertion—that he 
would be a dangerous man to control the 
legislation which must finish the drainage 
channel. 

Aside from his position on these various 
contests involving the proper protection of 
the taxpayer, Mr. Braden has been an 
avowed radical, having declared repeatedly 
in the deliberations of the board, it is said, 
that the completion of the channel could 
only be realized by four or five more years 
of work and at a much larger cost than the 
board has allowed would be involved. 

Eckhart vs. Braden. 

President Eckhart has claimed in his re- 
ports and whenever he has gone on record 
that the work would be completed by the 
middie of 1897 and without the expenditure: 
of another dollar than is now provided for: 
Should the lavish policy of Mr. Braden be 
adopted, however, the Republican trustees, 
who now fear his ascendency, do not doubt 
that his prophecies involving a waste of 
time and money would be abundantly real- 
ized. 

The fidelity of the 0 and of the erst- 
while Republican majority to the principles 
of civil\service, which Trustee Braden seems 
about to destroy, was exemplified in the case 
of Engineer Randolph when the Republic- 
ans reorganized the board. Although Mr. 
Randolph received his appointment under a 
Democratic administration and is himself a 
Democrat, he was not interfered with.

Describes Dying Symptoms. 

The note to physicians is as follows: 

“To M. D.’s: 8 

„Drank an ounce of laudanum at 6:40 
o' clock. After five minutes feel better or 
no effect. Heart action more pronounced, 
A slight pain in stomach. 

“ Note—My stomach is very weak. Have 
suffered for years from acute dyspepsia. 

„ Tenm-minute condition about the same 
Pulse rapid and pains in wrists, slight pains 
in region of heart. Hand trembles; a feel- 
ing of dullness, with more pain in all parts 
of the body. 

„ Note—I will keep up the description of 
effects as long as possible. Hope it will be 
of use to medical science. 

Eyes show change, a feeling of drowsi- 
ness coming on, a sort of feeling of intoxi- 
cation, accompanied by slight pain. 

Twenty minutes—Pain increasing; & 
slight perspiration started; am getting 
sleepy; have sort of a numb feeling; no 
pain.”’ 

Handwriting Shows Collapse. 

The words of the fina: bulletin became 
larger as the end of the bulletin was neared, 
They were scrawled sp as to be almost be- 
yond deciphering, and their completion was 
evidently the final effort of the suicide, The 
other statements which were in the memo- 
randum were undoubtedly written before 
the drug had been taken, as they were in 
a clear, bold hand. 

The letter to the hotel proprietor read: 

„ To the Man That Keeps the Hotel 
Dear Sir: I am awful sorry to cause you 
this annoyance. You will get some unde- 
sirable advertising out of it, and upon the 
whole it won’t pay you. Still, such things 
must occur somewhere. In all sincerity I 
hope that you, won’t think I would have 
harmed your house for any motive except 
accident. Regretting the trouble I cause 
you and trusting that you will regard the 
incident as trifling, I am, sir, with great 
regrets, no more. D. L. BRYAN.”

The man started to write a second letter 
in the note-book, but, changing his mind 
after starting it, scratched it out with his 
lead pencil and recommenced on a hotel 
letter head.

The letter is as follows:

SPAIN’S NAVY AND ARMY STRENGTH: 


Thée American Fighting Ships Would 
Make Short Work of the Spaniards. | 
New York Sun: Although it is difficult to 

suppose that Spain will commit the folly ot 

turning her arms against us on account of 
her loss or impending loss of Cuba, yet it 


muy be well to note what her chances would 


be of inflicting damage by such a Course. 
It need “hardly de said that the question 
involved is that of naval forces, since the 
problem of transporting troops 
shores is quite different from that of land- 
ing them in Cuba, where Spain holds every 
port and the patriots have not a single ship. 
To begin with, Spain has a total of one first- 
class battleship, the Pelayo, which was 
lately, according to the dispatches, to have 
her boilers replaced at Marseilles.

Report Comes from Washington That 
President Cleveland Is Consider- 
ing the Advisubility of England 
and the United States Settling the 


War—Former Is to Furnish Money 1

Erne World 
ot tomorrow morning will say: President 
Cleveland, it is said, is considering a plan 
for the ultimate emancipation of Cuba which 


will be honorable to Spain and the insurgents’ 
and satisfactory to the United Biates and 
| the rest of the world. 


He will, it is asserted, recommend in his 
message to Congress the adoption in the case 
of the Cuban question of the plan, modified in 
many respects, that was so successful in 
bringing about a settlement of the Veneziie- 
lan question—namely: the reference of the 
matter to a commission. The object of this 
commission will be to bring the war in Cuba 
to “a close and to perfect an arrangement 
whereby the Cubans may purchase their in- 
dependence. 

The basis of the plan is sald to be a tri- 
partite agreement, whereby Great Britain 


is to furnish the money to buy the independ- 
| ence of the island on Cuban bonds, güaran- 


teed by the United States, Spain’s assent 
having already been practically assured to 
the proposition. The commission which is 
to Perfect the plans, and see that théy are 
carried out, is to be tomposed of three mem- 
bers. The United States, as the represent- 
ative of the Cubans, is to choose one; Great 
Britain, as the representative of Spain, is to 
select another; while the third member is 
to be chosen by agreement between the 
United States and Great Britain together. 
Negotiations have, it is said, been in prog- 
ress between the three’ most interested 
countries on this line for some time. 

It has been represented to Spain thar no 
matter what ‘sacrifice of men and treasure 
she may make thé probabilities are tha: she 
will never be able td restore ce in the 
island while. the insurgents follew their 
present tactics, with the elimäte and natural 
‘advantages in their favor. It das been 
pointed out also that the continuance of a 
war so déstructive to the commercial inter- 
eats of the whole world and particularly to 
the United States cannot be allowed to 
go on interminably.

Mr. Tomlins 
gave me a letter of introduction to Mr. Mac- 
kenzie, now Sir Alexander Mackenzie, and 
he, in turn, gave me a card to Sig. Randeg- 
ger. That was my beginning. 

My first concert appearance was made 
in an orchestral program at the Imperial 
Institute under Sig. Randegger’s conductor- 
ship. -Previous to that I sang in a club con- 
cert by invitation of M. Sauret, the violinist, 
who has been exceedingly kindtome. Since 
then I have sung at Queen's Hall and in the 
Sunday recitals, in the Monday popular con- 
certs with Joachim, the great violinist, and 
also in numberless others, singing also 
throughout the provinces in oratorio and 
concert. | 

My drawing-room engagements began 
through .my. kind reception at Mrs. Ro- 
nalds’ one Sunday afternoon. After that 
the Duchess of Manchester, herself a 
charming pianist, took an interest in me. 
I did, indeed, a great deal of drawing-room 
work at the Duke of Wellington’s, the 
Countess of Dundonald’s, Lady Abinger’s, 
Baroness d’Erlanger’s, Lady Young’s, and 
other places. 

One of the kindnesses I prized most was 
a reception given’ me by the daughter of 
Mario and Grisi, Mrs. Godfrey-Pearce. 
Another place at which I loved to sing was 
the People’s Palace. I had read Besant’s 
book and was strongly interested in the mat- 
ter, of course, long before I sang there. The 
hall is magnificent. They call it Queen’s 
Hall also, and the audiences are wonder- 
fully discriminating. The admission is 
triflng—three pence and six pence—but I 
assure you the attitude of the audience 18 
most discriminating, and O it would go to 
yuor heart to watch those drawn, weary 
faces rapt in the music—all the day’s toil was 
forgotten under its softening influences. 

My last London appearance until the 
next spring season, when I again return, was 
made in a classical concert at the Musical 
Guild. The kindest of my friends has been 
Mrs. Ronalds, an American herself,.and one 
who has done much for American artists. 
It was at her house that I sang before the 
Duke of Saxe-Coburg-Gotha and Prince 
Christian.“

Declares Four-Fifths of the Voters Are 
tor Free Coinage of Gold and Silver. 
Washington, D. C., Nov. 29.—The Post, in 


a cable letter from London, will prént to- 
‘morrow an advance copy of an important 


article written by William E. Chandler, Sen- 
ator from New Hampshire, for the Decem- 
ber issue of the National Review, the Con- 
servative monthly, in which he discusses the 
late election from the Republican stand 
point. His principal object is to encourage 
European bimetallists to continue their 
propaganda. 


The Review, commenting editorially upon 


the election of Maj. McKinley, dogmat- 
ally asserts that “ unless the Republican 


party settles the silver question before 1900 


ae, oe be nothing left of that party after 


f ee Chandler's article winds up as fol- 
ows’: : 
That the United States fs opposed to the 
single gold standard and is in favor of re- 
tracing, in due course and with careful re- 
gard to the national honor, the steps taken in 
the demonetization of silver until both gold 
and silver shall be admitted to free cojnage 
at the ratio of 15% to 1 and made the stand- 
ard money of the world. and the measure of 
the valyes of the world is a proposition 
which would receive the suffrages of four- 
fifths of our voters, if this proposition alone 
could ,be fairly presented to them, even 
without further debate 

“To such convictions, entertained by a 
vast majority of American voters commit- 
ted to bimetallism, the friends of such a 
monetary system may confidently appeal. 
The question is not one of four years, nor 
vet of a decade. It may take as long to 
remonetige silver as it has taken to realize 
the paralyzing influence of demonetization. 
But the fact that 6,000,000 out of 13,000,000 
American voters have given their ballots 
for the wild project of immediate free silver 
coinage by the United States alone shows 
that the question ie one which must be 
‘compromised and adjusted in some way. 

The advocates of gold monometallism are 
crying out that the silver question is dead. 
They hope, but-do not really believe, that 
this is true. Never was it more important 
for bimetallists to exert themselves. Mr. 
McKinley is pledged by his own words to co- 
operation with us.“

We have grown to respect the term in- 
sanity to imply a fully irresponsible state 
of mind. But insanity may exist either in 
a fixed or fugitive form so that it is often 
difficult to decide upon the question of its 
existence at a particular time. Even in a 
chronic form of insanity a delusicn is not 
always manifest and indeed may be secreted 
and derived or u may even exist in a sort 
of latent state only to break forth under par- 

ular circumstances. 

However, there is usually enough concur- 
Tent evidence in the demeanor, the physical 
condition, and the history of the subject 
to establish a basis for an opinion. 

The many suicides so surprising to intimate 
friends of victims indicate something of the 
frequency with which insane delusions exist 
without Being discovered. * 


Deceased Brains Deceptive. 


While insanity is not in reality a disease 
of the mind, but rather, of the brain, it 
may appear remarkable that the brain 
Should so often present no evidence what- 
éver of disease in persons who have died 
While insane. But when we observe the 
fact that some of our worst cases have 
periods of quiet and comparative normal 
reason, alternating with spells of furious 
Mania, we cannot be much surprised to 
find that insanity is due to a functional 
disease of the brain, rather than organic 
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defect, and that gross injuries to that organ 
are not essentials. 

Indeed, on Blackwell's Island, New York 
City, where I made many post-mortem ex- 
aminations of the brain at the almghouse, 
the workhouse, and the insane asylum, I 
more frequently found gross defects, such 
as wasting and fatty softening of the gray

It is 
simply an abnormal weakness of the will, 
or rather a loss of self-control, which repre- 
sents want of brain tone. The suyject may 
know a particular act is wrong, but is una- 
ble to refrain from doing it under special ex- 
citing circumstances or provocation. In 
other words, he is subjective to suggestion 
either from feeling of passion or exterhal 
influences, such as association may induce. 
Moral palsy in one form or another is ex- 
tremely common, and in its worst degree 
such as, for example, in some cases of in- 
9 will is so far destroyed the indi- 
viduafis simply the creature of circumstances 
for the time being. The inhibitory powers 
of the brain are weakened by disease pro- 
duced by some form of self-indulgence born 
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of bad example or an inherited proclivity. 
Some individuals become so weak-minded 
as to be fatuous, while in others the integ- 
rity of the knowing and reasoning self may 
coexist with some special failing. It is the 
berderland of insanity-proper, and heredity, 
injuries, fevers, and ailments of all kinds 
may give rise or contribute toit. But self- 
indulgence is the usual and chief cause fa- 
vored by circumstances. 


Fields and Julius Mannow. , 


Young Fields, the negro who was exe- 
cuted last spring, was a type of the moral 
paretic. He was a hotel porter, lived with a 
woman with whom he had a drunken quar- 
rel in a fit of jealousy in which the one as- 
saulted the other; when he seized a lemon- 
Squeezer, which happened to be at hand, 
with which he struck her on the head. From 
the blow she fell and he made every effort to 
revive her, but she never recovered. 

He was a simple-minded creature, ruled 
almost entirely by his animal instincts, 
which he frankly admitted he indulged with- 
cut curb. At first he resorted to stupid lying 
in his wish to save himself. He had an open 
countenance and a genial disposition, which 
was almost childish. He became resigned to 
his fate, buoyed up by religious ideas, and 
went to the gallows, supposing that his exe- 
cution was just because the woman was 
dead and that it would make him right with 
the Almighty. 

The criminal of criminals is an individual 
who, with the power of discernment and the 
power of choice, has no conscientious 
scruples with reference to truth, justice, or 
economy when in conflict with a selfish pur- 
pose. He has no deterrent but the fear of 
being deprived of his liberty, and in his ideals 
he has no incentive to right-doing. 

The detalls of Mannow’s history are yet 
fresh in the public mind. He went to the 
gallows evincing a mixture of bravado and 
cowardice, and without any sign of repent- 
ance, although he had admitted his own 
guilt and asserted the innocence of Wina- 
rath. He had a penitentiary record.

LORD SAVILE IS DEAD AT LONDON. 


Born in 1818, He Entered the Foreign 
Office in 1841 and Has Since Held 
Many Positions of Honor.

London, Nov. 29.—Lord Savile is dead. 


John Savile, P. C. G. C. B., first Baron, was 
born in 1818. Me entered the Foreign Office 
in 1841 and in’the same year accompanied 
the Earl of. Westmoreland to Berlin as pri- 
vate secretary, became ag Attaché in 1842. 
Secretary of Legation in 1854, and Secretary 
of Embassy in 1861, bemg many times 
Chargé d’Affaires. He was Envoy to - 
ony in 1856-57, to the Swiss Confederation 
in 1867-’68, and to Brussels from 1868 to 
1883. He was Ambassador to Italy in 1883 
to 1888. He was appointed to represent her 
Majesty at the funeral of the Duke of Bra- 
bant in 1869. He was an associate of the 
Imperial Russian Academy of Fine Arts, an 
honorary member of the Royal Academy of 
Fine Arts; Antwerp, and a trustee of the 
National Gallery. In 1887 by royalty he 
assumed the surnamé of Savile in place of 
Lumley. He was created Baron Savile of 
Bufford Nets in 1888. His heir by special 
remainder is his nephew, John Savile- 
Lumley.

DANGER IN THE DRAINAGE BOARD. 


of an arrangement which it is asserted 
Trustee Braden of the Drainage Board is 
endeavoring to make with the four Demo- 
cratic members, by which the control of the 
board may fall into the hands of the one. 
Republican and four Democrats, and they 
will be enabled to carry out a policy which 
will delay the completion of the work, to the 
injury of the public health, and which will 
cost the taxpayers millions. : 

The Hyde Park trustee, Braden, intends, 
it is alleged, to make Trustee Kelly Presi- 


dent, in the place of Mr. Eckhart, who has 


filled that position so acceptably during the 
last year. Then Braden himself is to be 
made Chairman of the Engineering comit- 
tee, Then Chief Engineer Rando!ph is to 
be discharged and replaced by a man whom 
contractors will not find it 

vince they are entitled to “extras.” John 
P. Wilson, the counsel of the board, is also 
to be dropped. az 48 : . 

Such a policy as this would be ruinous to 
the taxpayers. The contractors on the 
drainage channel began some time ago to 
appeal to the board for“ allowances.” The 
majority, headed by Mr. Eckhart, were not 
moved by these appeals. Settlements in 
full have been made with half a dozen of the 
contractors, who have relinquished formally 
all claims for extras. 

Just and lawful settlements of this kind, 
made in the interest of the taxpaycrs, have 
not met with Trustee Braden’s approval. 
He calis them “holding up contractors.” 
Evidently there would be no such holding 
up” if he ran the board. But, in the event 
of the contractors getting all they ask for 
over and above the contract price, there 
would be a lack of money to prosecute the 
Work. 

Trustee Braden states that it will take 
four years or more to finish the main chan- 
nel, that additional millions will have to be 
spent, and that Chicagoans must drink im- 
pure water until after 1900. So they wiil if 
the contributions of the taxpayers*ere used 
to settle illegitimate claims. If the reve- 
nues of the board are fot squandered the 
work can be done in a year or fifteen months 
without any extra demands on the taxpay- 
ers. 

If the drainage channel is completed thus 
soon the water power which will be created 
can be conyerted into electricity to be used 
to light the city’s streets, thus saving three- 
quarters of a million a year or more. Elec- 
tricity can be brought here from Joliet as 
easily as it is conveyed from Niagara to 
Buffalo. 


So every year the completion of the work. 
is delayed this city will be out of pocket 


three-quarters of a million, in addition to 
the millions that may be lavished on greedy 
contractors. 8 

There are signs already that the board is 
falling under bad influences. It brought 
suit to condemn 130 acres of land belonging 
to the Western Stone company. The jury 
returned a verdict giving reasonable dam- 
ages. The Will County Judge granted a 
new trial at the requést of the company. 
The board has now employed, on Braden's 
motion, as assistant attorney to look after 
this suit the man who was the attofney for 
the stone company when the suit was first 


tried. Why was this done? 


When ex-Mayor Roche was refused the 
nomination for drainage trustee aud it was 
given to Braden Tue Trisune was of the 
opinion that a grave mistake had been 
made. It will prove to be a most costly error 
if be is enabled to carry out the designs at- 
tributed to him. 

Tue Tine is not quite ready to believe 
that Wenter, Kelly, Jones, and Smyth, 
the four Democratic trustees, will enter into 
an agreement which may secure them a 
little patronage, but which will assuredly 
wreck the drainage district, and make 
them odious to the taxpayers and the peo- 
ple generally, who want pure water next 
year. Mr. Wenter has been an economist 
during his many years of service. He can- 
not afford to sacrifice the reputation he has 
gained. 

The Hyde Park politicians who put 
Braden on the board instead of ex-Mayor 
Roche should warn their man against alli- 
ances such as it is alleged he is trying to 
make. If he sueceeds Hyde Park property- 
owners will suffer as well as others.

THE SHAME OF TENNESSEE. 

The official returns of the vcte in Ten- 
nessee, as made by the Democratic free sil- 
ver Canvassing Board, show a plurality of 
14,878 for Bryan, and of 6,854 for Taylor, 
Democratic candidate for Governor. In- 
vestigations which have been made since 
the election show that McKinley had a 
plurality of 5,000, while Tillman, Repub- 
lican candidate for Governor, carried the 
State by over 12,000. Tennessee, there- 
fore, is a Republican State by a clear ma- 
jority.

REDUCE THEIR REPRESENTATION. 
According to the Assessors of 1890, the 
State of Mississippi had 120,611 white. 
males of voting age and 150,469 colored 
males, In South Carolina the numbers 
were: Whites, 102,657; colored, 132,049. 
Thus six years ago the first-named State 
had 271,180 males of voting age, while the 
other State had 235,60@ 

Vet at the Congressional elections of 1894 
Mississippi cast for the seven ,Representa- 
tives allowed her only 39,581 votes, or an 
average, per district of 5,655, and South 
Carolina cast for her seven, 63,645, or an 
average of 9,092 to the district. That same 
year the average vote to the district was 
88.000 in Illinois and 48,000 in Indiana. 

Everybody knpws why those two South- 
ern States make so poor a showing. They 
have: disfranchised by constitutional pro- 
visions all but a handful of the blacks. They 
hav@done, under color of law, what has been 
done in some Southern States where there 
are many colored voters, by violence and 
threats. , e 

The Galveston News, printed in a State 
where the average vote to the district is 
84,000, thinks it is time that the dispropor- 
tionate representation given to South Caro- 
lina and Mississippi should come to an end. 
It declares that the Federal Constitution 
“unquestionably makes it mandatory upon 
Congress to reduce the number of Repre- 
sentatives from those States, because of the 
excessive reduction of the vote due to the 
suffrage restrictions. 

The provision to which the News refers is 
found in the second section of the four- 
teenth amendment. It reads thus: 

Put when the right to vote at any election for 
thé .choice of Electors for President and Vice- 
President of the United States, Representatives 
in Congress, the executive and judicial officers 
of a State, or the members of the Legislature 
thereof, is denied to any of the male citizens of 
such State, being 21 years of age and citizens of 
the United States, or in any way abridged, ex- 
cept for participation in rebellion or other crime, 
the basis of representation therein shall be re- 
duced in the proportion which the number of 
such male citizens shall bear to the whole num- 
ber of male citizens 21 years of age in such State. 

No attempt ever was made to enforce this 
provision, for two years after its ratification 
the fifteenth amendment went into force. 
It decl@#res that no State shall abridge the 
right of citizens to vote on account of race 
or color. It was supposed that all the col- 
ored people would vote under this. 

They have not done so, however. It has 
been held that the acts of individuals wha 
drive colored voters from the polls are not 
the acts of a State. So long as a State does 
not enact laws which deny the blacks their 
votes the fifteenth. amendment does not 
apply. 4 ö 

But the States of Mississippi and South 
Carolina come clearly within the purview 


ok the fourteenth amendment, which Con- 


gress has power to enforce by appropriate 
legislation. They have adopted Constitu- 
tions which disfranchise about half the 
voters. They have done that ostensibly on 
account of their illiteracy, but that is a 
sham. The admitted object of the new de- 
parture was to get rid of the colored vote, 
Had the men who got up these Constjtu- 
tions been half-way sincere“ they would 
have barred out the illiterate whites, but 
not one of them*‘has been disfranchised. 

The next Congress should take notice of 
what the States of South Carolina and 
Mississippi have done. A committee should 
be appointed to investigate the facts and 
ascertain to what extent the right to vote 
has been denied to colored citizens, and to 
report a bill providing for a proper reduction 
of the representation of these two States. 

Neither of them should be allowed to elect 
more than three or four Representatives to 
the Fifty-sixth Congress or to have more. 
than five or six Presidential Klectors in 
1900. This action will not affect the Con- 
stitutions of these States. The blacks will 
remain disfranchised, but they will not 
serve as a means of giving the whites of 
their States political power to which they 
are not entitled. 

These two States have put themselves de- 
liberately in a position where they can be 
proceeded against under the Constitution. 
Therefore their cases should be taken up 
promptly and the excessive number of Rep- 
resentatives be reduced. 


TO SIMPLIFY REAL ESTATE TRANSFERS. 

Judge Gibbons has drafted a bill to sim- 
plify real estate transfers and make them 
less expensive. It will not accomplish what 
real estate men hoped to gain by the Tor- 
rens law. but it will do something. 

Judge Gibbons proposes to have a special 
statute of limitations for land which has 


been subdivided into lots and blocks. Where. 


a plat of property thus subdivided has been 
on record for twenty-one years persons who 
claim to ha¥e any interest in that property 
shall have two years from next July in 
which to begin suit. Where the plat has 
been filed less than twenty-ofe years per- 
sons shall have five years in which to com- 
mence suit. : 

When a plat of a subdivision bas been 
recorded for twenty-one years, and the peri- 
ods within which suit can be brought have 
expired, the maker of the subdivision is 
assumed to have owned it in fee simple, and 
the owner of a lot or block need only go 
back to him to show title, and not to the

There is hot the remotest probability that 
the Supreme Court can be induced to change 
its views concerning the Torrens law. 
Whether the Legislature can be induced to | 


pass a new law, conferring on Judges the 
powers the Supreme Court holds cannot 
be given to administrative officers, is qués- 
tionable. But Judge Gibbons’ little bill, 
which will give considerable relief, can be 
dassed with ease if an effort is made to put 
it through. 


SOUND MONEY DEMOCRATS AND THE 
TARIFF. 

At the dinner given in New York to Maj. 
Byfne, the President of the Democratic 
Honest Money League, speeches were made 
by Bourke Cockran, ex-Gov. Flower, and 
others., All the prominent Democrats who 
were at the dinner seemed to be of the opin- 
ion that nothing should be done to hinder 
the McKinley administration from carry- 
ing out any of its policies. 

The most outspoken man present was 
Bourke Cockran. He avowed himself a 
free trader who was weary of masquerading 
as a“ tariff reformer.’ He declared that he 
abhorred protection. He stated that if the 
question were referred to him he should 
favor reducing duties still more, but that 


was not the view of the party that had suc- 


ceeded at the polls. 

We must recognize the fact that the Republican 
party has saved the country, and we are bound to 
sustain this Republican administration and even 
the adoption of its party policies. We have voted 


to elect a protectionist with our eyes wide open 


because we believe that the issue of protection or 
free trade is a minor one when the existence of the 
government itself is placed in peril. The tariff 
on the statute Book was established on no principle 
which any mar can avow. It was the outcome of 
seeret intrigue. It was the result of a surrender 
by the House endowed with the power of originat- 
ing revenue measures to a cabal of five members 
in the other branch of the Federal Législature. 
As between a tariff founded on an idea which is a 
mistaken one ahd one founded on jobs which are 
corrupt, I. prefer the one on which the people can 
fix the blame or credit for the result. 

Mr. Cockran stated he recognized the fact 


that the country was without sufficient reve- 


nue, and he believed the President should 
have power to name the means by which 
it should be replenished. Then he added: 

I am sure that if Maj. McKinley were to devise 
a tariff now he would not reénact his ancient 
schedules. The majority of Democrats, unlike 
my friend Mr, Co an and myself, are not free 
traders, Tariff reformers ask simply for a re- 
duced taxation. Some of the schedules of the 
present tariff are higher than those of the Mc- 


Kinley bil] and all are less defensible. Above all 


we need a tariff that will give the people a chance 
to judge of the effects of a definite principle and 
to decide in favor of either protection or free 
trade. I believe this country is rich enough to 
stand either a high tariff or a low tariff, but we 
must have some system, and we should know at 
the earliest possible day what that system is to be. 


There are several honest money Dem- 
ocratic Senators whose terms do not expire 
next year. If President-McKinley has their 
cojperation in carrying out his policies he 
will be able to get along much more easily 
than if he has to look for aid to free silver 
Republicans like Dubois, who will do noth- 
ing unless they are paid for it. That is, 
they will balk at tariff legislation unless 
“something is done for silver.” But noth- 
ing must be done for silver, There must be 
no more ruinous compromises. 

If the sound money Democratic Senators 
feel as Mr. Cockran does they will let the 
President name the means by which the 
revenue shall be replenished, even if it be 
by an increase of duties. They will not let 
the free silverites add to the difficulties of 
the Situation by depriving the government 
of needed income. 

Of course it will be a great deal easier for 
these Democrats to vote fof increased duties 
if no attempt is made at prohibitory protec- 
tion. It might be hard for those Senators 
to vote for a bill drafted in strict accord- 
ance ‘with the wishes of greedy combines. 
Mr. Cockran.does not look for such‘a bill, 
however, He does not think the schedules 
of 1890 will be brought up again. * , 

It is most desirable that the honest money 


Democrats in the next Congress should co- 


operate heartily with the Republicans in the 
settlement of currency and revenue ques- 
tions. That coöperation will relieve the ad- 
ministration from many difficulties. There- 
fore nothing should be done to make har- 
monious action impossible. 


‘NO MORE TOY STATES. 

The State of New York cast this month 
over 1,360,000 votes. The thing called the 
State of Nevada cast 8,507 votes. Yet in 
the Senate, when laws are to be enacted, 
treaties ratified, or appointments confirmed, 
Nevada counts for as much as New York, 
though having only one voter to every 160 
voters New York has. 

This is a peculiar state of affairs in a 
country where popular government is said 
to prevail and where majorities are alleged 
to rule. A State which cannot poll a greater 
number of votes than the average Chicago 
ward has two Senators and three Electoral 
votes, 

Nor is Nevada the only monstrosity of 
this kind, though it is the worst. Wyoming, 
with the help of the women, was able to 
poll 20,000 votes. If Illinois had been equally 
liberal- with the ballot the total vote of 
this State would have been over two mill- 


ions. Yet Wyoming, with a real vote of 


about 10,000, has two United States Sen- 
ators and three Electors. 

Idaho, without feminine aid, cast 20.700 
votes, or a few more than the Thirtieth 
Ward of the City of Chicago. These 20,700 
persons are represented by two United 
States Senators. The Thirtieth Ward, in 
conjunction with another, elects only one 
of the tifty-one State Senators. 

Utah, with the assistance of the women, 
was able to poll 78,300 votes. That means 
that about 40,000 voters have two United 
States Senators, while an equal number of 
citizens in the Twenty-ninth and Thirtieth 
Wards of this city elect only one State 
Senator. Political power is very unequally 
distributed in this country. 
A great blunder was committed, deliber- 
ately and wantonly when Utah was let in 
as a State instead of being annexed to Ne- 
vada, which was a part of the old Utah 
Territory. Had this been done the product 
would have been a small but rather respect- 
able State. 

But for purely demagogical reasons this 
was not done. Congress, unmindful of the 
palpable error committed only a few years 
before, when a batch of small States was 
admitted, gave the handful of Mormons, 
who alleged they had reformed, permission 
to have two United States Senators and 
thrée Electoral votes. 

It was well kucwn when Idaho, Montana, 
Wyoming, and North Dakota were con- 
verted into States with their present bound- 
aries that they never would be more than 
sickly Commonwealths, not fit to be men- 
tioned in the same breath with those of the 
Middle West or the larger Eastern States. 
But the local politicians, who wanted to get 
into Congress and to hold State offices, per- 


suaded the bigger politicians at Washington |

In the past the Senators and Representa- 
tives of gréat and growing States, unmind- 
ful of the wrong they grere doing their own 
constituencies, have consented to the admis- 
sion of these pygmy States, New York and 
Illinois Senators have voted to let a few 
people in remote mountain regions elect Sen- 
ators to neutralize the votes which they 
cast as the representatives of millions. 

There must be no more of this. The in- 
terests and rights of the great States must 
not be betrayed again. The remaining Ter- 
ritories can wait. Those of their inhabitants 
who feel they cannot live without offices 
must go somewhere else.

But for most of the gold which has gone 
into the Treasury during the last eight 
weeks legal tenders were received in ex- 
change. So that, while the stock of gold 
has increased, the ability to withdraw that 
gold has been increased also. The possible 
danger of a run on the Treasury for gold 
will not be gotten rid of until the endiess 
chain is broken by see the greenbacks.

LAUTERBACH HELD UP IN HIS SALOON 


Three Men Invade the Place, No. 22 
North State Street, Kuock Him 
Down, and Reb Him. 


George Lauterbach was held up in his sa- 
loon at No. 22 North State street by three 
men at 8 o’clock last evening. One of them 
struck him over the head with a elub, an- 
other went through his pockets and secured 
. and the third took $15 from the cash 
register. All of the men then made their 
escape. 

The robbery occurred at an hour when 
passers-by in North State street are nu- 
merous. Trolley cars were passing thedoor 
every few minutes at the time the robbery 
was perpetrated. 

It was just the hour for closing the sa- 


loon, and Lauterbach and Wesendorf were 


having a last glass of beer before closing 
the door. They were seated at one of the 
tables in the large room in which the bar is 
located with their backs to the door. 
Lauterbach heard the door swing violently 
open and turned quickly te see who were 
his noisy customers. Befvre he could move 
or warn his companion two of the robbers 
attacked him. A violent blow on the head 
knocked him from his chair. and strorg 
arms held him to the floor despite his des- 


perate struggles to free himself from the 


grasp of his assatiants. 

Welsendorf made no move to aid him. The 
attack was so sudden it deprived him of any 
power to move. While the two robbers were 
struggling with the saloonkeeper the thiri 
ran behind the bar, which extends along 
the Kinzie street ‘side of the building, and, 
pressing the change button of the cash regis- 
ter, @pened the drawer. The contents, 
amounting to about $15, were hastily 
scooped into his pocket. Then he ran over 
to where Welsendorf was sitting, and 
thrusting a gun into his face warned him io 
keep quiet and not to move his chair until 
the three had quitted the place. 

Lauterbach was stunned by the blows of 
his assailants, and lay motionless on the 
fioor. His captors quickly followed their 
leader as he ran out of the saloon door. 

Passersby saw the three men run west in 
Kinzie street to the alley in the rear of the 
saloon and then southward to the Nortk 
western railway tracks, where they disap- 
peared among the long rows of freight cars. 

The police were quickly notified and Lieut. 
Lochlin and a squad of men were soon scour- 
ing the vicinity of the holdup. But the thieves 
had made good their escape. 

Lauterbach said a few minutes after the 
robbery that he was confident he could 
identify the men. 

“TI think there were four in the crowd,’’ 
he sald, “‘ and that one stood outside the door 
as an outlook. The two men who held me

SHOCKING TRAGEDY OCCURS IN OHIO 


Elias Keyster Sheots and Instantly 
Kills Horace Stearns at Perrysvilie. 
Perrysville, O., Nov. 29. — [Special.]—A 

shocking tragedy occurred here at 8:15 

o’clock this morning. Horace L. Stearns, 

one of the oldest ‘citizens of the place, was 
shot and instantly killed by Elias Keyster. 

The murder was the result of trouble of two 

weeks’ standing. 

A sister of Keyster’s held a note against 
her brother; execution was issued, and when 
the case was tried before a squire Stearns 
acted a$ attorney for the sister. Bad blood 

‘was engendered. Keyster’s household goods 

were sold to pay the debt. Keyster is of a 

morose nature and has frequently threat- 

ened to kill Stearns since the case was tried. 

This morning Stearns took his cow to 
pasture a short distance past Keyster’s 
house. Upon his return Keyster stepped 
out of his house and shot Stearns through 
the back. The charge passed entirely 
through the body. Stearns fell dead in the 
street. The town was badly wrought up, 
and there were threats of lynching. The 
murderer was arrested and shortly after- 
ward he was taken to Ashland, the county 
seat, for safety.

The uproar continued to so great an ex- 
tent inside the hall that M. Jaures was un- 
able to secure a hearing and he quitted the 
platform. M. Pellatin, the Deputy for Aix, 
succeeded in putting to a vote a declaration 
that the committee was elected, but shouts 
of “ Resign!” “* Resign!’’ “Out with Jaures!“ 
prevented further business. There was a 
wild tumult in the hall and the opposing fac- 
tions came to blows. Thereupon the Com- 
missary of Police dissolved the meeting and 
the gendarmes cleared the premises, mount; 
ed men outside keeping the exits clear, the 
Deputies getting a very mixed reception as 
they came out. 

They returned to the club to a banquet, 
the streets being patrolled.

BLIND DOCTOR MAKES AN X RAY TEST 
Thinks He Sees Light, but Never Hav- 
img Seen It Before Does 

Know Certainly. 2 

Boston, Mass., Nov. 29.—[Sp« ’ K 
James Richard Cocke of Boston has been 
blind since he was A days old. The left eye 
has long been entirely removed from its 
socket, but the right eye has remeined in- 
tact. Today he submitted to an exhaustive 
test with X rays. Dr. Cocke, in spite of his 
infirmity, has studied deeply into the sol- 
ences, and his object in making today’s test 
was to give to the world the benefit of an in- 
telligent investigation of the problem upon 
which Edison is working. N a 

With him was Dr. Sutherland of the Bos- 
ton University Medical School, and the tests 
were conducted by L. G. Von P. Palm. The 
instrument used was capable of a power of 
1,000,000 volts, and the tube was the ordinary 
Crookes. The subject was placed inside a 
cabinet, four feet square and six feet tall, 
which was provided with two apertures, 
one having a tung-stadt of calcium screen 


and the other a wooden shutter backed with | 


felt to exclude all light from that aide The 
calcium screen was used to screen the sub- 
jeet from the Roentgen rays. It was backed 
by « glass to protect that calcium, and was 
used only a part of the time, some of the tests 
being made without any screen at all. 

The first test was made with Dr. Cocke 
sitting in the cabinet, his back to the point 
from which the rays came, and the back 
of his head to the tube, which was designed 
to be just at the base of the brain. When 


the electric current was firet turned on Dr. 


Cocke said: 

Ah, I get something; yes, that is right; 
there is certainly a sensation. It is in- 
describable.”’

GETS A $4,000,000 CLAIM IN ALASKA. 


Secretary of the Interior Gives a Claim- 
ant Twenty Aeres in the City of Ju- 
neau—Valuable Mineral Claim. 


a 


Port Townsend, Wash., Nov. 29.— The 
steamer Alki, which arrived from Alaska, 
brought news of considerable excitement 
at Juneau as a result of a decision. by the 
government that will result in the loss of 
a great many homes and considerable prop- 
erty in the best part of the city. The de- 
cision gives to Mrs. Goldstein a little over 
twenty acres of land in the Town of Juneau. 

In 1886 Rufus Goldstein; a citizen of 
Juneau, which was then not much ofa town, 
filed a mineral claim in what was after- 
‘wards the best property in the place. It 
was not until two years later, in 1888, that 
the public knew of the fact that a part of 
the town site was being claimed for min- 
eral purposes. . 

When the Juneau people saw the Gov- 
ernment Surveyor at work in town staking 
off some of the best residence lots in the 
Place, the case was taken into the General 
Land Office, and it Was there decided in 
favor of the town site. It was then carried 
to the Interior Department, which has now 
decided that the claim of Goldstein is valid. 
It is held by Secretary Francis that where 
the claim conflicts -with the land occupied 
by other parties prior to 1886 Goldstein will 
not be allowed to have prior privileges, but 
this wijl affect a very small portion of his 
claim. 

It is said that at present prices for prop- 
erty in Juneau the Goldstein claim of twen- 
ty acres is worth from $300,000 to $1,000,000, 
most of it being property held by those 
who will find it to their advantage to pay 
a wound sum per month rental to their new 
landlord rather than give up their places.

FOUGHT ON THE MONITOR | 


HANS ANDERSEN'S RECOLLECTIONS 
„ OF A FAMOUS BATTLE. | 


— 


He Tells the Crowd at the Swedish Hos- 
pital Fair in Brooklyn What He Saw 
and Did on the First Voyase of 
Ericsson's lIronclad—Relates How 
the Merrimac Mas About to Give Up 
When Is Discovered That Monitor 
Was Already on the Raa, ee 


— 


New York, Nov. 28.—Hans Andersen, one 
of the survivors, if not the last, of the fight- 


ing crew of the Monitor, went to the Swedish 


Hospital Fair in Brooklyn yesterday and told 
visitors who crowded around the Monitor 
booth his recollections of the battle with the 
Merrimac, and some incidents of the first 


voyage of Ericsson's ironclad. He is in his 


73d year, and is incapacitated for bodily 
activity, having had two broken ribs, a 
fractured elbow, an injured ankle, and a de- 
fective eye to keep him quiet for some years; 
but he is of heavy frame and apparently vig- 
orous constitution. He keeps a small grocery 
at No. 93 Hall street, in Brooklyn, where 
he lives with his family, and, still sailor- 


‘like, bows through the window to the good- 


looking girls of the neighborhood who look 
in and smile at him as they pass. 

He says that he remembers, as though it 
were but yesterday, not only the sea combat, 
but the departure from New York when the 
people ashore as well as the volunteer crew 
in the little Monitor thought the prababilities 
were that none aboard would ever come 
back. He had come here from Sweden when 
22 years old, in 1847, and had joined the navy 
in 1856, serving first on the frigate Falmouth 
and then on the Congress. He has three 
honorable ‘discharges from the navy, one 
from each/ of the frigates and the other re- 
ceived at the close of the war, his service in 
the navy extending over nine years. On 
both frigates he had been stationed off Brazil, 
and he came up on the Congress just. before 

st s, 1861. : 

mere nice = while in New York that the Moni- 
tor was almost ready to go to sea, he went 
to the rendezvous in Cherry street and of- 
fered himself as one of the volunteer crew 
who were to take the new ship out. sie was 
accepted, and he remembers distinctly the 
trip down the East River from the navy 
yard. He says that every pier all the way 
around to Castel Garden was filled with 
people, who cheered and shouted. The fears 
of those on board were increased when the 
Monitor had made only a short distance 
by the breaking down of her machinery. 
There was more trouble further down the 
coast, when the trouble became such that 
no steam could be made. It was Saturday 
night when the Monitor got down off Hamp-. 
ton Roads, and a small tug steamed out 
2 her and asked: What little thing 
is that?“ 


Find That It Is the Monitor. 


When the answer went out that it was the 
United States Monitor all aboard the tug 
cheered, and the tug put back to report the 
arrival of the Monitor to the Admiral, The 
Minnesota was aground, and the Moniter put 
in alongside of her, where she lay until morn- 
ing. The men aboard had had nothing to eat 
since leaying Brooklyn eacept a bit of sal 
pork and some bread, and they could 
get any food, and did not get any, until they 
were through with the Merrimac. 

It was in the morning that the Merrimac 
was first seen. Andersen was on deck and 
looking through a glass, as was the officer 
of the deck, down toward Norfolk, when a 
lot of black smoke was seen over a point of 
land. Andersen, on his way up in the frigate 
Congress, had seen the Merrimac, and he 
was the only one on the Monitor who had. 
He told the deck officer, as the boat 
making the black smoke came into view, 
that that was the Merrimac, and the officer 
at first scouted the idea, Andersen says. Whe 
officer said: Why, she looks like the roof 
of a house.“ Andersen told him that that 
was what the Merrimac did look like, as she 
was made to ram, and pretty soon the officer 
agreed that it must be the rebel ship, and 
he sent Andersen to report to Lieut. Wor- 
den. The Lieutenant came out and, after 
‘the Merrimac had maneuvered some and 
sent a shot at the Monitor, the Monitor got 
into shape for action and sent a shot at her 
It went high, or, rather, it glanced 


Merrimac, Andersen says, and Lieut. Wor- 
den ordered the gunners to depress the guns 
and take lower aim. The second shot, 


however, Andersen says, was still too high, 


and the Lieutenant ordered the gunners to 
take thefr elevating screws in their hands 
and let the guns come down. 

The third shot so aimed went all the way 
through the rebel. Just before this, how- 
ever, one of the shots of the Merrimac had 
struck the Monitor at the pilot house, and 
the shell exploded just as one of the protect- 
ing bars of the pilot house broke. Powder 
flew everywhere, and Lieut. Worden’s face 
was blackened. He started out tothe deck 
to get some air, on his way going through 
the firing turret. Andersen says that he 
grabbed the Lieutenant and told him that 
he must not go out, as the enemy’s sharp- 
shooters would be sure to pick him off. The 
Lieutenant consented to remain inside, al- 
though he was in great pain. Signals were 
given to some of the other ships of the fleet. 
Andersen says, to come And take the Lieu- 
tenant away. This was dene, and the Moni- 
tor, Andersen relates, was then in command 
of a Lieut. Green, whom Andersen regards 
as far from courageous. Andersen says 
that although the Merrimac was done for, 
and that it could be seen as she lay near the 
she had 
gone, that there was less of her overhang 
visible above water and that she was sink- 
ing, the Monitor, which was then not far 
from the Roads, turned to go away from the 
scene of the combat toward Fortress Mon- 
roe. 

Indignant at Commanding Officer. 


Andersen says that he and three of his 
companions in the turret looked through the 
peephole and saw what was going on, and 
that they immediately became indignant at 
their @ommanding offiéer. He says that he, 
being an old man-of-war’s man, felt that it 
was his duty to speak, and he told his com- 
panions that if they felt as he did the com- 
manding officer would be forced to turn 
about and go at the Merriniac and finish her. 
They agreed with him, and wanted him to 
be spokesman. He went to the chief engi- 
neer and told him that the men in theturret 
wanted him to go to the Lieutenant and have 
him order the Monitor put about. The engi- 
neer said: You don't want to commit mu- 
tiny, do you?“ Anderson said that he did 
not, but as true as there was God above 
him the men in the turret wo force the 
Monitor back into action unless the Lieu- 
tenant gave orders to that effect. Andersen 
says that the engineer went to the Lieuten- 
ant, who ordered the Monitor turned around 
and rang four bells to go ahead at full 
speed. Then, Andersen says, Green went 
personally to the engine-room and ordered 
the speed reduced to one bell. The boat was 
not far from shore, and there was consid- 
erable tide, so much that the Monitor made 
no headway at all. Meanwhile, he says, the 
Merrimac had signaled to the battery on 
shore to send assistance to her, and he says 
that the men in the Monitor’s turret, looking 
through the peephole, had the mortification 
of seeing the Merrimac. towed down in safety 
by vessels sent out from Norfolk. 

Andersen asserts that the second shot of 
the Monitor. took away the Merrimac’s black 
flag. It was so hot in the turret’ that the 
men could work only in wnderclothing. 
Through the turret was the only vent from 
the Monitor. The sides of the turret were 
so thick that the men were unable to hear 
the reports of the guns they fired. The 
three shots were not fired in rapid succes- 
sion. After the second one, in which the 
Merrimac lost her flag, she went down 
toward Hog Island, and, after working 
about there a little, while the Monitor was 
waiting to see what would happen next, 
she came toward the Union vessel at full 
speed, with the evident intention of ramming 
her. She was headed for the broadside of 
the Monitor, and the Monitor, although get- 
ting under way, did not seek to change the 
relative position of the two vessels. She 
waited until the Merrimac was almost upon 
her, and then the helm was swung so hard 
that the Monitor swung around so as to lie 
almost alongside the Merrimac, and took the 
ram at a sharp angle just where her own 
sides were strongest, that is opposite the 
turret. Had the blow come at either end, he 
says, it would have sunk her. The Monitor's 
guns had previously been double-shotted, 
and as the two ships ground their sides to- 
gether the Monitor fired both guns at once, 
and carried away a good deal of the Merrt- 
mac. Andersen says that men on the Merrt- 
mac said afterward that she shook all the 
way through, and that bolts were flying 
everywhere. He says also that the Merri- 
mac was all ready to hoist the white flag 
because of her condition, when she suddenly 


saw that it was not nvceSsary, as the Moni- 
tor was running away.

LOVE OF THE BEST INDUCES CUL- 
TURE’S WONDERFUL GROWTH, 


' ; 
Casting Aside the Trammel of Artificial 
Customs Is an Element in This City’s 
Originality Which Has Caused the 
Old World to Marvel and the New to 
Grope Sometimes for Explazation— 
What a Correspondent Has to Say 
on the Subject. 
Chicago, Nov. 25.—[Editor of The Tribune.) 
J. W. M. Turner, the great landscape 


painter, was one day entertaining a lady 
in his studio, when she, upon seeing one of 


his Venetian scenes, remarked; It is very 


beautiful, of course, but really, Mr. Turner, 
I have never seen anything like it in 
nature.“ | : 

„ Possibly,” answered Turner, but ah, 
madam, don't you wish you could?” 

This anecdote admirably illustrates the 
distinctive weakness of all unimaginative, 
unsympathetic criticism. For instance, 3 
correspondent of the London Standard has 
lately written an article descriptive of Chi- 
cago—an ‘article in which there is much 
truth, along with a good deal of extrava- 
gant rhetoric and superficiality. It must be 
plain to everybody that it is a manifestly 
unjust criticism which values the worth of 
a community from the manner in which a 
coachman holds his reins or site upon his 
box, or from the hour at which the business- 
men dine on Sunday, as if refinement slept 
all day and went abroad only to attend 5 
o'clock teas. 

Also, it is equally unwise to measure the 
degree of a people's culture by the beauty 
of their residences or by the magnificence 
of their buildings, since these may be only 
the results of great wealth, perhaps of a 
spirit of emulation, not necessarily the em- 
bodiment of a people's ideal. To a “asual 
critic, alert only for the oddities of « peo- 
ple, that ideal never reveais itself, and may, 
indeed, be unknown to many in whose midst 
it is cherished... 

In 1803, for instance, nearly everybody 
I met was eulogizing this city's wonderful 
advancement in refinement, and naturally 
I, with other foreigners, marveled how a 
city so young and apparently overgrown 
could have advanced beyond the drivel-bib 
stage of estheticism For, in the minds of 
all strangers, the’ genesis of Chicago cult- 
ure is always coupled with the comparatively 
recent development of her opulence and 
power. — 

So it was, I may frankly say, with me; 
but a three years’ residence here has taught 
me that forces far stronger than newly-ac- 
quired riches are now, and have been, the 
cause of this city’s real greatness. Such 
forces I have 8 without being able, 
however, to fully derstand them or to 
clearly explain their relation to the city’s 
advancement. 

Some ‘three weeks ago, however, I had oc- 
casion to escort a lady of my family to a 
rehearsal of the Apollo club, of which she is 
a member. It was my first visit to the club, 
though I had often heard of its work. What 
I saw and heard at that rehearsal surprised 
and interested me. I had thought of the club 
as one of Chicago’s recent big things, prob- 
ably an imitation on a large scale of our 
English Philharmonic Societies. But the 
singing as I heard it on that occasion, while 
discovering all the intelligence and technique 
of our leading English choruses, was, withal, 
full of a peculiar enthusiasm and fervent 
earnestness which I had nowhere discov- 
ered before and for which I have no name, 

In apparent direct contradiction to his- 
torical fact, which teaches that the arts 
fall soonest into neglect and decay in days of 


adversity, I learned that this club was born 


in 1872, While Chicago was yet in the throes 


of an affliction as bitter and a struggle as. 


heroic as any that history records. 
This was something which interested me. 


Ot what was done, just after the fire, many - 


an old Chicagoan, with a pardonable pride 


and innocent garrulity, had often held forth 


to me. But that in the travail of her new 
birth there were men who assembled to- 
gether for the purpose of singing a chorus— 
not a word about that from any one. Might 
not one, having this little band of singers 
as a base, found for himself a belief in a 
Chicago ideal~a dumb, renascent power, 
incapable of uttering itself in stone and 
iron, but nevertheless related to the ma- 
terialistic forces as closely as is a church 
of rock and oak to the religious force of 
reverence which erects it? 

Here is a company of Chicago men and 
women—merchants,  . bankers, doctors, 
teachers, lawyers, etc.—who, of their not 
too abundant leisure, spare the time to pre- 
pare every year a series of oratorio con- 
certs worthy of skilled professional ex- 
ecutants, performances which are proud)y 
recognized and generously sustained. by 
their fellow-citizens. And growing out of 
this larger work are innumerable matters 
of lesser moment, musically considered, yet 
not without deep significance to the welfare 
of the city; in which the members of this 
society, these same men and women, make 
music a part of their everyday life, taking 
it into asylums, schools, prisons, churchés; 
even into the very slums of the city. g 

What the work of this club has done for the 
city is known and honored of all men. Yet 
deeper down may be traced the refiex in- 
fluences of the club’s work upon its own life-- 
hidden forces which have added to its 
streneth, aspiration, and accomplishment. 

Chicago is spoken of abroad as original."

NO INCREASE IN TRADE. 


DULLNESS MARKS THE GENERAL 


BUSINESS SITUATION. | 


Conditions Are Better than in the 


Weeks Preceding the Election—In- 


crease in Bank Deposits Results in 
Easier Money and Declines in In- 
terest Rates—New York Gains $40,- 
000,000 and Chicago $20,000,000 in 
Deposits in Three Weeks, 


The week ending Saturday was one devoid 
of special interest in the business world, 
There were a dullness and apathy which 
marked nearly every line of business, when 
comparison is made with the business of the 
weeks immediately preceding. When com- 
pared, however, with the weeks preceding 
the election there was found good cause for 
cheer. The clearings made a good showing 
as compared with those of a year ago, money 
was comparatively easy, and all the causes 
which lead to revival of business were pres- 
ent. The revival was here also, but not of 
the sort which makes a stir and causes peo- 
ple to talk. Conditions today are so much 


better than they were fcur weeks or eight 


weeks ago that one might look upon the 
present as boom times, but there were a list- 
lessness and lack of snap about business 
generally which were not particularly pleas- 
ant to contemplate, but which might be 
credited tothe holiday spirit. 

In Chica the wholesale houses, the 
manufacturers, and the retail merchants 
found much cause for thanksgiving in the 
good business that was done. At the banks 
money was comparatively easy and rates 
were off from those of preceding weeks, 
There was plenty of 6 per cent money, both 
call and time, compared with 7 per cent 


money of the preceding week. There were 


even loans at 5 per cent and O's, though 
6 per cent was the usual rate asked and 
obtained for commercial loans. There are

Clearings in the principal cities of the 
country for the week ending on Friday show 
an increase of 6 per cent over the figure for 
the 1 week in last year. New 
York shows an increase of 16.3 per cent, 
Boston an increase of 9:3 per cent, and St. 
Louis an increase of 13.5 per cent. Clearings 
in Chicago showed a decrease of 5.5 per cent, 
Philadelphia a decrease of 2 per cent, and 
San Francisco a decrease of 21.7 per cent. 

The local stock market has been dull and 
featureless. There were declines in some of 
the local securities during the week, which 
were regained wholly or in part during the 
last three days of trading. 


Only a Fair Wholesale Trade. 


In the jobbing trade business was only 
fair, but merchants generally aro satisfied, 
having more confidence in a gradual in- 
crease than anything like a boom. Collec- 
tions are a trifle slow in some quarters, 
but the general tone denotes a healthful ac- 
tivity. The warm and unseasonable weather 
early in the week was unfavorable for most 
lines. 

The dry goods houses had a good mail 
order trade. All holiday lines are active, 
and it leoks as if purse strings would be 
unloosened during the Christmas trade to 
A greater extent than at any similar season 
for three years. Spring goods are being taken 
freely, and traveling men report encourag- 
ing signs all through the West. 

Staples like groceries, drugs, and chem- 
icals and oils were active and prices firm. 
The coal trade welcomed the cold snap, and 
the dullness of two months appears to be 


broken. The mild weather had rendered an- 


thracite coal nearly lifeless. Stoeks in Chi- 
cago are not burdensome and lake receipts 
are light. In soft coal the demahd for steam 
fuel has improved materially, Qut the mar- 
ket is not strong. 

The iron and steel market was active, but 
the fact that many old contracts have been 
made on a lower basis than present prices 
was a factor against strength. Production, 
however, is being extended rapidly, and the 
demand for material entering into the manu- 
facture of railway rolling stock especially 
is in demand. For structural iron orders 
are generally for small lots, but specifica- 
tions for several large concerns are being 
broached, and further improvement is un- 
doubted. 


Nail Combine Dissolved. 


The dissolution of the nail combination 
created quite a flurry among local interests. 
The developments were expected, but the 
falling off in prices was a trifle sharp. How- 
ever, it is believed generally that a better de- 
mand will materialize now. The hardware 
trade shows a moderate, but steady im- 
provement. All seasonable lines are doing 
better than they did last year. In heavy 
hardware many outside merchants are ask- 
ing for immediate shipment. 

The wool market presented few new feat- 
ures and values were about steady. Dealers 
no longer have much hope for the passage 
of the Dingley bill. The mills are not doing 
much, and there is no immediate sign of 
resumption. 

The season for cargo lumDer is about over. 
Only a few straggling cargoes arrived during 
the week.

many who anticipated even lower rates than 
those of the present. There has been a con- 
siderable influx of money in the banks of 
Chicago as well as all of the other cities. 
New York leads the list of increases and 
deposits of $40,000,000 for the three weeks 
ending Saturday. Deposits in Chicago 
banks have increased probably $20,000,000 
during the three weeks ending Saturday, 
which by comparison is even better than the 
showing made by New York banks. The 
loans have not increased in like proportion. 
Thére is therefore a considerable increase in 
the reserve, which will mean the banks will 
soon seek a channel for the profitable use 
of this money. 


Interest Rates Show a Decline. 


There is still the same disparity shown be- 
tween the interest rates obtained in the East 
and those in Chicago. In New York rates. 
have shown a marked decrease. Demand 
loans have been made as low as 1 per cent 
and 2 and 3 per cent are the ordinary rates 
obtained in the New York markets. Com- 
mercial loans running from sixty to ninety 
days command from 38% to-4% per cent, 
though there have been-loans made during 
the last week in New York on approved com- 
mercial paper as hfgl as 6 per cent, In Chi- 
cago there is not the same differenc + made, 
between call and demand loans that is shown 
in New York. Practically the same interest 
is obtained on both forms ot loans. Five per 
cent is the minimum and 6 per cent the max- 
imum of the ordinary loans made in Chicago. 

One effect of the stiff interest rates in 
Chicago is shown in the operations on the 
Chicago Stock Exchange. There has been 
trading in the December account during two 
days of the week just ended, on Wednesday 
and Friday. There was but little stock 
turned, the smallest in fact known in any 
month since the account system of trading 
was adopted on the local exchange. The 
banks in Chicago are not favorable to ac- 
count trading. This is being shown in the 
way in which loans are refused for the car- 
rying on of speculative trading on the ex- 
change. Practically all the trading being 
done is investment trading, and that is very 
small in amount. 

One of the most comforting features of the 
situation is the growth of the gold reserve. 
At the time of the election the gold reserve 
was down to practically 8113.000000. Yes- 
terday the reserve passed the $130,000,000 
mark, an increase by purely natural means 
of $17,000,000 since Nov. 4. The growth con- 
tinues from day to day and each day’s re- 
port shows an increase in the free gold of 
from $250,000 to $1,500,000. No withdrawals 
of any consequence are being made, and as 
the conditions which brought about the in- 
crease are likely to continue indefinitely 
there is no reason why the gold reserve 
should not be built up by natural means to 
a higher point even than was shown at any 
time during the period when payments were 
being made under the sale of bonds for the 
replenishing of the gold reserve in February 
of this year. 


Trade Balances Are Favorable. . 


Trade balances continue in favor of the 
United States, and while we are not likely 
to have any months as favorable as Septem- 
ber and October proved to be, we are still 
likely to have exports considerably in excess 
of imports. The European demand for cot- 
ton, provisions, and breadstuffs continues 
heavy. These facts will have a tendency to 
prevent any exports of gold, though the de- 
mand which now exists in continental Ru- 
rope and in India is sufficiently strong to 
put a stop temporarily at least to importa- 
tions.

He is 
the Sigeon-Generai

“The haloid elements are active germi- 
cidal agents, especially chlorine, on accotint 
of its affinity for hydrogen, and the conse- 
Auent release of nascent oxygen when it 
comes in contact with mieroörganisms in a 
moist condition. 

“The experiments of Fischer and Pros- 
kauer showed that when drie anthrax 
spores were exposed for an hour in an at- 
mosphere containing 44.7 per cent dr 
chlorine they were not destroyed: but 
spores were previously moistened and were 
exposed in a moist atmosphere for the 
same time, 4 per cent was effective, and 
when the time was extended to three hours 
1 per cent destroyed their vitality. 

The anthrax bacillus, in the absence of 
Spores, was killed by exposure in a moist 
atmosphere containing 1 part to 2,500, 
thee time of exposure being twenty-four 
hours, and the same amount was effective 
for micrococcus tetragenus: the streptococ- 
cus of erysipelas, and the micrococcus 
(germ) of fowl cholera were killed in three 
hours by 1—2,500, and in twenty-four hours 
by 1—25,000: the bacillus of mouse sep- 
ticemia and tubercle bacillus were killed 
in one hour by 1-200. 

In the writer’s experiments (1880), four 
children were vaccinated with virus from 
ivory points which had been exposed for 
six hours in an atmosphere containing one- 
half percent of chlorine; also with four 
points, from the same lot, not disinfected. 
Vaccination was unsuccessful in every case 


with those not disinfected. 

Koch found that anthrax spores failed to 
grow eiter tweutyour hours’ exposure in 
chlorine water. In the experiments of De 
la Croix to determiné the antisepfic power 
of this agent it was found that when 
presented in unbolled beef infusion in the 
proportion of 1—15,600 no development of 
bacteria occurred. Miquel gives the an- 
tiseptic value of chlorine as 1—4,000.’

HOW GERMAN QUACKS ARE PUNISHED, 


Dusseldorf Physician Is Convicted of 
Imposture, Bribery, and of Caus- 
ing Death Through Negligence. 


A trial which for same days past has been 
attracting public attention was concluded 
yesterday at Düsseldorf. A certain Dr. Vol- 
beding, who, by judiciously combining a 
Slight knowledge of homceopathy with a 
more extensive acquaintance-with human 
nature, had secured a wide practice and 
reputation, was arraigned on a triple charge 
of imposture, bribery, and of having caused 
through negligence the death of a patient. 
The facts elicited at the trial were briefly 
these: 

Dr. Volbeding, whose practice was by no 
means limited to the town of Diisseldorf, 
had, by a further application of Hahne- 
matin’s principle, divided the ills the flesh 1s 
heir to into certain categories, with specific 


i remedies for each, while at the same time he 


laid claim to one more general cure striking 
at the root of most diseases. By these 
means, and with the help of clerks or assist- 


: ants, two of whom were likewise prosecuted, 


Dr. Volbeding was enabled to work with dis- 
patch, in many instances dispensing with 
diagnoses and allowing one of his clerks, 
whose main occupation was connected with 
recéiving or writing testimonials, to pre- 
scribe for patients in his absence. 

The young man whose death Dr. Vol- 
beding was accused of having indirectly 
caused was brought to him suffering from 
an injured foot as the result ofa fall. His 
doctors had decided that amputation w 
necessary, but his father, wishing to sa 
the leg. consulted Dr. Volbeding, who pre- 
scribed certain remedies. The treatment, 
however, produced no effect, and some time 
afterwards the young man died in great 
pain. The charge of bribery was based on 
the fact that Dr. Volbeding had given 100 
marks to a police Sergeant who occasionally 
inspected his establishment, 

Dr. Volbeding was found guilty on all 
charges and was sentenced to four years and 
one month’s imprisonment, a fine of 3,000 
marks, and loss pos acl il rights for five years. 
His assistants were condemned to six 
months’ and two months’ imprisonment re- 
spectively for taking part in the imposture 
practiced by Dr. Volbeding.—London Times’ 
Berlin Correspondence.
